MARSEILLES, France, Sept. t1.— 
Mahatma Gandhi, setting foot 
European soll for the first time in 
15 years, told the Associated Press 
today that he believed the British 
government was faced with such 
staggering domestic problems that 
it was not likely to refuse India's 
demands for self-government. 

Refusal would mean the renewal 
of the civil disobedience campaign, 
he said, and the boycott of British 
goods on a scale greater than ever 
before, He promised that he would 
not take such a step until every pos- 
sibility for arbitration had been ex- 
hausted, 

“If the fight should be renewed, 
which God forbid.” he said, “the 
consequences will be infinitely more 
terrible than the last struggle, It 
wkill mean, I fear, that not only 
Indians would be shot down but 
Britons will be killed. You cannot 
ho'd 360,000,000 people without lib- 
erty in the leashes of non-violence 
forever,

ALBERTA IN THE LEAD 

The western wheat crop is estimated 
at from 238 to 254 millions of bushels. If 
a short crop in the prairie provinces could 
cause the price to soar it should be going 
up fast, for there is no reason to suspect 
that the estimates are low. But prices 
have not advanced. The myth that the 
Canadian crop sets the price on the world 
market is exploded. 

Albertans will note with satisfaction 
that this province is recognized to be the 
one “bright spot” in the west, with a yield 
placed at 108 million bushels and an aver- 
age of 16 bushels for each acre sown. 
There will be more wheat money, and bet- 
ter business, this winter in Alberta than 
in other parts of the prairie country. 


PEACE RIVER APPLES 

The Edmonton district is losing more 
laurels to the north country. Beaver Lodge 
reports that fifteen pounds of ripe crab- 
apples have been picked from trees on the 
experimental farm there, and that two 
standard apple trees have borne one apple 
each. Mr. Albright, superintendent of the 
farm, adds that the trees have had no 
protection against frost and that apple- 
growing for home use is “very practical.” 

Hitherto the country around Edmon- 


ton has boasted the honor of being the 
farthest north apple-growing district in 
Canada. That claim is no longer valid. 


But, since the honor had to be lost, it is 
going to the right quarter. Success to the 
apple-growing experiments in the valley of 
the Peace. Another frontier is being 
pushed back.

Mayor Davison of Calgary wires from 
the coast that Alberta cities are not get- 
ting as much assistance from the govern- 
ments in carrying on relief work as are the 
cities in British Columbia. The latter, he 
says, draw fifty cents from the Dominion 
and twenty-five cents from the province 
for each dollar they spend on work-mak- 
ing projects. Alberta cities get only sixty- 
five cents from the federal and provincial 
{reasuries for each dollar spent. 

Wherefore, Calgary officials are call 
ing attention to the discrepancy and de- 
manding treatment on the same basis as 
the British Columbia cities. Edmonton's 
city council will no doubt take note, and 
second the Calgary motion. There is no 
readily discernible reason why cities 
in this province should have to put up a 
larger share of relief work cost than those 
of the neighboring province. Their tax- 
payers are not wealthier, and in propor- 
tion to population the demands upon the 
Alberta cities are quite as large 


RADIUM PLUS SILVER 


The greatest silver camp in the world 
will grow up on the shores of Great Bear 
Lake if the deposits there prove to be one- 
tenth as rich as the prospectors believe 
them to be. That seems to be beyond a 
doubt. For to support their claims and 
explain their enthusiasm the returning ex- 
plorers exhibit samples-of ore said to con- 
tain a higher silver content than that 
found in any of the famous mining areas 

Silver at the moment is cheap, so 
cieap that mines in Nevada have been 
working only part time and some of them 
have been closed down But the lower 
the price the more valuable in comparison 
is a deposit yielding more metal to the ton 
And silver will not always remain at the 
present price level. Even if nothing is 
done to establish it on a parity with gold 
for currency purposes, the price will rise 
as the general price level of commodities 
Swings again upward. 

The creation of a great mining indus- 
try in the far north would do for Alberta 
what the Cobalt development did for On- 
tario, but on a greater scale. Means of 
transport would follow as a matter of 
course, and the opening up of the north- 
land to development enterprise along all 
lines, ‘The market thus created would 
mean for Edmonton and central Alberta 
what the Klondike boom meant thirty 
years ago ‘ 

The discovery of radium at Great Bear 
Lake has aroused hopes that this fabu- 
lously valuable substance may be pro- 
duced there, Should the silver deposits in 
the same area prove to be fractionally as 
valuable as supposed, these hopes too will

CANADA HOLDS ITS PLACE 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has 
issued a review of the wheat trade of the 
last year which makes interesting reading 
at a time when discussions of that subject 
commonly follow the beaten track of huge 
world surplusses, slack demand, depressed 
prices and the blue outlook that confronts 
the grower, 

This report shows that, during the 
twelve months ending with July last, about 
one-third of the wheat that moved to 
world markets was Canadian wheat. That 
is a Showing from which Canadians should 
draw satisfaction and confidence. Not- 
withstanding the reappearance of Russia 
as an exporter, and the remarkable in- 
crease in production in both exporting and 
importing countries, Canadian wheat is 
saleable, and Canada still stands as the 
world’s largest wheat exporter. 


This despite the fact that Canadian 
wheat was the dearest wheat offered on 
the world markets. Russia of course 


“dumped” for any price it could get. Ar- 
gentina and Australia had the advantage 
of depreciated currencies to help them 
offer wheat at low rates in Europe and the 
Orient. Still, Canadian wheat was sale- 
able, at prices lower than ever before, but 
prices higher than were paid for rival 
wheats. Evidently the superior quality of 
Canadian wheat still counts, ~ 

Unsatisfactory as the wheat market is, 
it is something to know that the Dominion 
has not been pushed off the map by its 
contemporaries, that it is still the great- 
est of the exporting countries, and that 
its wheat brings the best price that is go- 
ing. Once conditions swing back toward 
normal, our position in the world markets 
and the recognized superiority of our 
wheat are factors which will be of very 
practical importance t6 the wheat grower 
and the country.

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NEW BRITISH 
SETTLEMENT 


Municipalities Hear Pro- 
posal to Establish Com- 
munities in Canada 


Canadian Press 

VERNON, B. C., Sept, 11.—An cla- 
borate scheme for the establishment 
of British ‘community settlements in 
Canada, was laid before the Union of 
Canadian Municipalities in convention 
here Thursday afternoon, by Briga- 
dier-General M. L. Hornby, C.B, a 
large land-owner in Alberta and Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

In introducing his scheme, General 
Hornby referred to other similar plans 
of British settlements in Canada 
‘These systems, so far as he understood 
them, had one feature in common in 
that they proposed to take up a large 
tract of raw land, and to people it 
with British immigrants to develop it 
To put such a scheme into effect 
would require an army of experts, and 
would take a long time before it could 
absorb any appreciable number of im- 
migrants, imposing great hardship on 
the settlers and discouraging them. 


DETAILS GIVEN 

Outlining his plan, General Hornby 
told the delegates that British com- 
munity settlements should be formed 
in this country, with the aid of finan- 
cial loans by the British government, 
by every county and large town in the 
old country, and by certain approyed 
societies such as the Salvation Army 
and the Church of England Council 
of Empire Settlement.
